"Ingram told me he'd rather see

San Springs, where his estranged 
wife was employed. Jones took a 
small pistol away from his prison- 
er.

comedy field before the pictures 
found voice. 


One of the greatest box office 
attractions of the earlier flicker 
dftys, Arbuekle ran afoul of ad- 
verse public sentiment 
after 
a 
series of trials In San Francisco 
on a manslaughter .charge and 
withdrew from activity as an act- 
or. That was in 1921. For a time 
he tried directing pictures, and 
later turned back to hi* first love, 
the stage. 


Recently, after a lapse of 12 
years, he tried acting again, pro- 
ducing a comedy 
for 
Warner 
Brothers Pictures which waa her- 
alded a* his attempt to a come- 
back in the comedy field. 
It 


showed the Arbuckle character of 
old—the country boy with a va- 
cant stare and rare smile—but re- 
viewers received hi* effort with 
only lukewsrm appreciation. 
Launched by Vantage*). 


Arbuckle wa* definitely launch- 
ed on hi* stage career in a Seat- 
tle theatre in 1904 by Alexander 
Pantages, the famous showman 
and chain vaudeville house own- 
er. The rotound comedian's first 
entertainment attempt* was a* a 
blackface character in a mono- 
logue act. He depended as much 
on a fine tenor voice as on,his 
acting to put himself across with 
his audiences. 


Then the films began to out- 
grow their swaddling clothe* and 
graduate 
to 
regular downtown 


sbowhouses, and Arbuckl* felt the 
lure of the money In acting be- 
fore the camera*. From that mo- 
ment h« wa* destined to become 
a world wide figure on the screen.

begun. Ministers of the gospel, 
civic bodies, even 
the

with whom he worked In Holly- 
wood, formally and informally an- 
nounced him for what was char- 
acterized as an affront to Amer- 
ican morals and the motion pic- 
ture Industry. The Motion Picture 
Directors' Association resolved that 
no persons "who by their action* 
have proven a menace to the well- 
being of our industry be tolerated 
or excused." 


Carl Laemmle Champion 
Carl Laemmle, head of one of 
the biggest movie production units 
on the coast, 
championed 
the 
cause of the waddling comedian 
in vain. Nor did It matter that 
Will Hays, head of the then re» 
cently formed association of pro- 
ducers and distributors of motion 
pictures, saw fit to rescind the 
general ban on Arbuckle a* an 
actor. 


There were some who could not 


believe the comedian had under- 
gone such a complete about-face 
in public favor, notably, Arthur 
Hammersteln, theatrical producer, 
who 
in 
1922 offered $1,000,000 


for three finished comedies fea- 
turing Arbuckle which were lying 
unused on Paramount'* shelves. 


But the ban remained, and In 
token of It "Fatty" was even hl»s- 
ed off a screen in far-off Paris, 
France. 


Miifoitane Dogged Trail 
In later years he managed to 
recoup, in email part, come of 
hi* one-time fortune. In 1926 hi* 
income was figured at some 160,- 
000 a year.

the finding of the Travelers 
Insurance company that the 
number of automobiles with 
defective brakes, tires, lights 
or steering mechanism in fa- 
tal accidents increased .40 
per cent during the first four 
months of the present year.

CHICAGO, June 
29.—(IF)—Prof. 
Irving Fisher, of Vale University, 
told the American association for 
the advancement of science today 
that the best and quickest way 
for the country to regain econom- 
ic equilibrium was through the 
government's 
monetary reflation 
program. 


Prof. Fisher contended that the 


copnomlc recession, like moat oth- 
ers in the past, was caused by too 
much debt which, by "dlstre»s 
selling" and liquldatng bank loans 
—thereby using up much of the 
deposit. currency of the country— 
led to deflation of the price level. 


This delation, he said, proceed- 


ed 
faster 
than 
the 
liquidation 


which was responsible for it. The 
result, Prof. Fisher *ald, was that 
the debt, while nominally reduced, 
was really increased, as measured 
in commodities. 


As the number of dollars owed 
decreased, he said, the value of 
each dollar owed Increased faster, 
the effort to alleviate the debt 
burden thus actually making it 
heavier. 


If the remedy for the situation 
were sought through further liqui- 
dation, Prof. Fisher said, the "de- 
pression would not end until bank- 
ruptcy and unemployment were 
well nigh universal,"

He was comment- 
ing on the rise of wheat prices in 
America to a dollar • and more a 
bushel, and he- suggested it might 
be due to "an act of God, provi- 
dence or maybe Roosevelt." 


Whatever the cause or the com- 
bination of causes, the price of 
wheat has been for a long time 
a matter of anxiety to hundreds 
of millions of people. When the 
Canadian premier 
said "maybe 
Roosevelt," he undoubtedly had 
In mind the various measures the 
United States government has ta- 
ken toward meeting this problem. 
The government's concern, how- 


ever, Js merely the reflection of 
the deep Intrest of many groups 
of its citizens; the farmer*, who 
grow the wheat ,and who must 
grow it a a profit if they are to 
prosper; the milling Industry,* the 
railroads who transport it, the 
elevators, the dealer, the merchan- 
disers who sell Its products; and 
(always) the millions who depend 
upon it for food, 


The 
economists had 
said: 


"There is too much wheat." 
As though in answer, there have 


come upon the 
grain fields of 
Kansas, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas 


and Minnesota scorching tempera- 
tures. Wheat has been destroyed, 
and by the hundreds of thousands 
of bushels. 
Just how much damage has 


been done is not yet known. The 
government crop report for June, 
due about July 10, will afford the 
first accurate estimate. 
It is in that situation that the 


farmer views the rise of the price 
of whea from around 42 cents- 
Its lowest mark for a great many 
years—to above one dollar, and 
gnashes his teeth. What, good i* 
dollar wheat,.or two dollar wheat, 
to him who has no wheat to sell? 
Other* Concerned. 


To the farmer the 'advance In 


the price may mean little In com- 
parison to what it means to other 
groups. 
Grain traders, 
whose 
grasped a plough, are Immediate- 
ly affected by each fluctuation. 
The revived trading, too, means 
more work in brokerage houses. 
The "ultimate consumer" will .be 
affected much more quickly than 
tbe farmer. Flour prices at Min- 
neapolis were up half a.dollar to- 
day to $6.65 a barrel. Less than 
three months ago the price was 
13.80., 


Canadian 
wheat growers are' 


able to appreciate the wheat price1, 
sitatlon more than American grow- 
ers, for on the basis of toddy's re- 
ports they have suffered no such 
drought Ipsses at threaten farmers 
of the Middle Western states.

Entirely: aside from the direct 


effect of'- the rise in wheat prices 
are several political, social and in- 
ternational considerations. In dis- 
tant Canberra, Australia, the gov- 
ernment !• mulling the. question of 
restricted wheat acreage, as urged 
by the United States. In London, 
the representatives of wheat grow- 
ing countries are considering the 
possibility of wheat "dumping" on 
the market by countries (includ- 
ing the United States) with more 
of.the grain than they need.

CITY LOSES TRINITY AND 
BRAZOS VALLEY RAILWAY 


DAMAGE SUIT 


NEW ORLEANS, June 28. 
(#)_The United States fifth 
circuit court of appeals in 
reversing the Northern Tex- 
as district court today held 
that the city of Corsicana 
should pay damages to the 
Trinity and Brazos Valley 
Railway company for property af- 
fected by tho city building a reser- 
voir. 


"No reason suggest! itself to us," 
the opinion said, "why a railroad 
company should be compelled to 
contribute to the cost of •construct- 
ing municipal waterworks which 
the city built and is profitably 
conducting as a proprietary enter- 
prise." 


The court remanded the case for 
further proceedings in the lower 
court. The railroad was represent- 
ed by its receiver, John A. Hulen, 
who seeks damages amounting,to 
$20,625.25. 


The lower court had upheld the 
city's contentions that the receiv- 
er's expenditures for protection of 
the railway company's embank- 
ment and track, in connection with 
a bridge over the reservoir tract, 
made necessary b£ 'construction 
of the reservoir, were not recover- 
able damages because when the 
company acquired its right of way 
and laid Its track, it obligated It- 
self to conform its track and right 
of way to changes in the condi- 
tion and use of the stream over 
which it erected its bridge. 
The bridw crosses Elm creek 


which was damaged in building Its 
reservoir.
